We strongly suggest that you carefully study these 
instructions before attempting to operate the system, and that you note all 


the listed precautions. 
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PRECAUTIONS 


¢ Avoid exposure of the system to rain or moisture. 

¢ No user-serviceable parts inside the system. Refer all servicing to a 
qualified technician only. 

¢ Handle the microphone carefully, dropping or other shocks may cause 
failure. 

¢ Avoid using the system where it may be subjected to heat, such as in 
direct sunlight, near radiators or other heat sources. 

¢ Should any liquid be spilt on the system, stop using it immediately. 
It may be possible to dry the system, but you should have it checked by 
a qualified technician before using it again. 

¢ Take care with the mains power cable. If damaged in any way, 
do not use the system, and refer to a qualified technician for repair. 

¢ Only use the system with the supplied components, do not attempt to 
use with any other mains power supply adapter or microphone. 

¢ If the system is not going to be used for a time, remove the battery 
to prevent leakage. In the event of electrolyte leakage inside the battery 
compartment, carefully remove using a damp cloth. Take care not to get 
battery electrolyte in contact with your skin, however, if it does, wash your 
hands under a running tap. If electrolyte comes into contact with your 
eyes, seek medical advice immediately. 

¢ Only replace the batteries with the same or an equivalent type. 

¢ Please dispose of old batteries in an environmentally friendly manner in 
accordance with the relevant legislation. 

¢ Do not use any solvents to clean any part of the BBK-1 system.

BATTERIES 
To play your unit on batteries, you must unplug the AC power cord 
from the unit and insert 8 x “C” size alkaline batteries (not supplied) in the 


compartment. 
Replace the old batteries with new ones when the sound becomes unstable 


or cannot be heard.

LISTENING WITH HEADPHONES 
(not included) 


Connect the headphones to the headphones jack socket (3.5mm) on 
the front of the unit. The sound from the speakers will be turned off 
automatically. 


CAUTION: set the volume to a low level before using the headphones. 
Gradually adjust the volume control to a comfortable listening level. Please 
do not play the volume too loudly for extended periods of time. 





SINGALONG KARAOKE FEATURE 
MAKING CONNECTIONS 


Plug the microphone into the microphone jack. Set the microphone ON/ 
OFF switch to the ON position 


VIDEO CONNECTION: 


Connect the (included) yellow video cable from the socket marked AV on 
the rear of the BBK-1. 


Connect the other end of this cable to the Video IN socket on your TV 


Note - if your TV does not have a video input socket, you may be able to 
connect to the SCART socket on the back of the TV, using a SCART to 
Phono adapter, available from your local TV dealer. You may also be able 
to connect using your VCR, using an adapter to connect to the video IN 
socket. 


You can also use an RF Modulator (available from many TV retailers or 
electronics shops) to connect the BBK-1 video output to the aerial input of 
your TV. 








SINGALONG 


This feature allows you to singalong with the selected source. 


Note 
You will hear your voice along with the selected source through the 
speaker. 


1. Play your desired source (CD or TAPE). Refer to appropriate sections 
for details. 


Note 

The automatic voice control (AVC) features will not work with normal 
compact discs, but the feature can work with a karaoke CD or a karaoke 
specific audio tapes recorded in Multiplex.

CARE AND MAINTENANCE 


Handle your compact discs, cassette tapes, and tape deck carefully, and 


they will last a long time. 





Compact Discs 





Use a soft, clean cloth moistened with 
plain luke warm water to clean the 
exterior of the unit. 


Never use solvents such as benzene 
or other strong chemical cleaners since 
these could damage the unit’s finish. 


It is important that no liquid reaches 
the inside of the unit 


Remove the CD from the case by 
holding it at the edges while pressing 
the centre hole lightly. 


Do not touch the shiny surface of the 
CD or bend the CD.

e Be careful not to scratch the surface 
of the CD when placing it back in the 
case. 





Avoid exposure to direct sun_ light, 
temperature extremes, and moisture. 





Cleaning the Tape Heads and Tape Path 


For continued high performance from your cassette deck, periodically clean 
the head, pinch roller, and capstan. We recommend cleaning after every 
20-30 hours of operation. To clean the tape deck, press the stop/eject key 
to open the deck door. Remove any cassette in the deck. Make sure that 
the power to the unit is off. Moisten a cotton swab with isopropyl alcohol or a 
special head cleaning fluid. Carefully rub the face of each head, pinch roller, 
and capstan with the moistened cotton swab.

The BBK-1 is fitted with a direct audio output from the CD+G player. These 
are located on the rear connection plate, next to the yellow AV output 
socket. 

These contain audio from the CD player only, and will not reproduce any 
audio signals from the cassette or microphone.
